of Koi-look and all the advios and informa. 
tion they-gave us turned cut to bo wise and 
reliable. 

Although the place was one of great in- 
torest, wo were somewhat antious lest the 
spring rains, which were expected to bogin 
at any time, should overtake us and make 
us prisoners in this valley for so indefinite 
period. The chief object of interest at 
Koi-look is a large caye, or rather several 
caves together in tho hill behind the 
town. It is one, among many similar 
hills, of igneous formation thrown up 
by volcanic action and filled with eaverns 
of various sizes. The main cave to 
which wo repaired, accompanied by the 
wholo male population of Koi-look, ws 
easily reached. It was barricaded at the 
entrance so that it might acrve as a place 
of refuge in time of trouble or war. It 
was in shape like a lofty chamber extending, 
through tho heart of the hill, with many 
minor caverns at the sides and tunnels run- 
ping off in various directions. From the 
wide mouth ky which we enterad, we dos- 
conded somo fifty feat tu the floor of the 
main room and thence began a steep ascont, 
hand over band in places, to a small mouth 
on the opposite side, whence a broad view 
of a new country with a river winding be- 
tween tree-covered hills was seen. On this 
side, alittle further ap the hill, another 
cavorn, smaller than the first, opeus, into 
which we entared and explored it without 
finding anything remarkable. 

Whilo the others returned by way of the 
main cavern, [ made circuit of tho halt 
| in search of now plants and inscots. This 


Jt was evidently the highway to somo 
town and gave evidence of being much 
travelled. Under a large rock by.the road 
wa saw two graves op cne.of which.a bat 
and some clothes weré placed and on the 
othor the rude imploments used by the 
Loos in weaving. ‘These srtictes placed on 
tho graves seemed to indicate belief in a 
future existence and also in tho theory 
that the departed in the world to whjoh 
they hava gone need very much tho sare 
arti¢los they were ‘accustomed to ago in 
this world. :

It was not a 
pleasant prospect to got astray on thoss 
wild hills without tho pleasare of commu- 
nicating with any natives wo might moot, 
‘An we ascondod tho road became steaper 
and the task more toilsome, but our guides 
aesured.us we ware near the town of Saven, 
‘and so wo kept on without rest or pause. 
No suitable place had been found at which 
ho stop for middey refreabmenta and Jed on 
by the assurance of our gnidesthat it was 
only a little way farthor, wo plodded for- 
ward, weary and hungry, fosing al) interest 
for the time in the grand scenes through 
which we were passing, in the aho desire to 
find a house and reoting-place and food for 
ourselves and company.

STRIKE OF MATES IN SINGAPORE. 
The Straits Times of the 4th inst, says :— 


For some time past the mates of the 


various ships trading from Singapore have 
complained of the serious decroaes in their 
salaries gaused by the fluctuations of the 
dollar, The shipowners when appealed to 
in the matter saw no present opportunity of 
improving the state of affuire ac they were 
subjected to the same disadvantegs. Asa 
reoult of thie feeling saveral of the mutes of 
focal steamers have gove on strike for 
higher wages and have left thei ships, At 
prosont there are seventeen mates who bave 
left their vessels owing to the refueal of tho 
owners to graut an increase of salary. The 
strike is liable to become @ serious matter if 
jt continues, following a8 it does after the 
stagnation of local trads prodaced by tho 
recent Siamese blockade, There are threa 
ships, the Sappho, Celestial, and another 
vessel ready to leave with full: eargoos, but 
they may not be ablo to do’ so owing 
to the absenco of chief officors. The 
complaint of the men is that they 
signed articles when the dollar was of 
tnush more value than at present, and 
several of them having iamilies feel it a 
hardsbip that their salaries should not bo 
raised in proportivn to the decrease in the 
currency. The men seem sonfident that 
they will got what they domant, and unless
